1. Claims 10, 12, 13, and 22-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, 
as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claims contain subject 
matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventors, at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The newly recited "cutting" limitation 
constitutes new matter. 

2. Claims 10, 12, 13, and 22-36 are rejected under 35 USC 112 (second paragraph) 
as being indefinite in the recital of "removing said predetermined shaped portion " (claim 
10), "removing the predetermined shaped portion" (claim 23) and " removing said cut 
predetermined portion" (claim 31). The "portion" of what cannot be determined. Is it the 
coating or something else?
